Gn motion of Mr. Eppes, the coavoy biil which 
he reported yesterday, was taken up in comm::- 
tee of the whole—Mr. Pitkin in the chair. 

Mr. Burwell spoke in favor of the bill gener- 
ally, but wished that the merchants might be 
permitted to arm im their own defence. He in- 
sisted that it is now high time to attempt to pro- 
tect our trade, when the commanders of foreign 
cruizers, instead of carrying in our vessels for 
trial, commit them to the flames or sink them, 

Mr. Eppes said there was now no way of 
resisting the orders and decrees of France and 
Great Britain, but by denying the right of search. 
In order to do this so as to not violate the laws 
of nations, we must make our vessels and car- 
goes entirely American, and navigate them by 
Ameriean citizens, so thatthe belligerents should 
have no pretext to search either tor enemics or 
their property, or for their own subjects. He 
declared that the object of the bill was to resist 
by force the orders in council of Great Britain, 
and the decrees of France. 

Mr. Gold stated that the bill now under con- 
sideration, involved principles all important to 
the commercial imerests of the United States. 
The hill denies to the belliverents the right of 
search, and hence a very difficult question is pre- 
sented for our consideration ; and if the honora- 
ble member from Virginia (Mr. Eppes) can ear- 
ry into effect this provision of the bill, without 
involving the United States in war, he will de- 


serve Well of his country. The honorable mem- | 
ber states that the pretext for search is to dis- | 


cover enemies’ gvode on board the neutral vessel, 
and to take away the pretext, he provides by the 
bill, that the custom-house officers shall examine 
and exclude cnemies’ goods and contraband from 
admission on board of vessels under this act, 
and thereby establish the fact that all is right 
according to the lawof nations. But, there is 
an essential error in this theory, in assuming 
that the neutral has a right to establish a tribanal 
or prescribe the evidense far ascertaining a neutral 
cargo and neutral destination ; in not considering 
that there are two parties to the question; the 
neutral on one side and the belligeren: on the 
other. If, by a project of this kind contained in 
this bill,a neutral could elude the right of search, 
nothing could be more easy, and in former wars, 
this. constant bone of contention would have been 
rapidly removed, instead of producing so much 
difficulty and trouble. The right of search ap- 
pews to be pretty well settled ; and it is as well 
settled, that the neutral can do nothing short of 
entering into a treaty stupulation with the belli- 
gerent tor that purpose, to exempt him trom the 
exercise of this right. The principles on this 
subject are to be found, not only in British wri- 
tings, but in those of other countries. Marshall} 
on msurance, pages 312, 313 and 314, lays down 
the following rules, supported by authoritics : 
“ That the right of visiting and searclang mecr- 
chant ships up. the high seas, whatever be the 
ships—whatever be the eargocs—whatever be

Mr. Eppes from the select committee to 
whom was referred the amendments of the Sen- 
ate to Mr. M&acon’s bill, and Me. Burwell’s con- 
convoy bill, reported a bl to authorise the Pres- 
ident to order convoy for American merchant 
vessels, laden with the produce of the United. 
States, not contraband of war, to ports not actu- 
ally blockaded. 

‘Fhe Ist section of the bill declares that all A- 
merican vessels, laden with the produce and 
manufacture of the United States, net 
band of war, and owned and navigated by citi- 
zens of the United’ Siates, are entitled to con- 
voy. 

ML. Authorizes the President to order the com- 
manders of the armed vessels of the U. Scates 
to convoy merchant vessels owned, laden and 
navigated agreeably to the first section, and 
bound to ports not actually blockaded. 

3d. Authorizes the President to instruct the 
commundersof American armed: ships to resist 
search from the cruizers of Great-Britain and 
France, and to capture and bring inte port, such 
vessels attempting to search vessels under their 
convoy. 

4th. Declares vessels so taken to be lawful 
prize. 

5th. Prohibits clearances to vessels not own- 
ed, laden and navigated agreeably to the first 
section. 

6th. EFnumerates the articles which shall un- 
dev this act, be denominated contraband of 
war. 

7th. Authorizes the President to establish 
regulations and give instructions to the collec- 
tors of ports, and. to commanders of American 
armed vessels, respecting the ports to which 
clearances may be granted, and the form of clear- 
ances and other papers. 

8th. Provides that if the decrees and orders 
of council of Great Britain and France shall be 
withdrawn, then the provisions of this act to 
cease. Ifone shall be withdrawn, and the oth- 
er continued, then the provisions of this act to 
cease as it respects the power so. withdrawing 
its Obnoxious edicts, and to. remain in force as 
respects the other. Referred toa commiitee 
of the whole house to-morrow. 

Mr. Eppes trom the committee reported it as 
their opinion, that the house ought to disagree 
tothe amendments of the Senate to Mr. Macon’s 
bill. The bouse preceeded: to-consider the re- 
port. 

Some conversation took place, as to the prop-~ 
er made of proceeding in taking the question. 
‘Tie speaker stated that the question before the 
house would be on concurring with the report 
of the select committe. The report was to dis- 
agree with the amendments from the Senate, 
which were to strike out the 3d, 4th, Sth, 6th, 
7th, 8th, 9th, 10th, 11th, and 13th sections.

Un- 
less indeed the whole business was a hocus po- 
cus eleeuoncering trick, and intended merely to 
display the preiended patriotism of gentlemen 
in the Newspapers—in that case it might be of 
consequence to discuss the subject on the spot. 
Rut it gentlemen were really suucere in bringing 
this bill forward, and he should consider them 
in that hight they would be willing to give time 
for the consideration of the subject. 

Mr. Eppes had no objection to having the com- 
mittee rise.

A committee of three was then appointed to 
confer with the committee from the Senate on 
the subject; and the house adjourned.

COMMON SCHOOLS. 

The committee, appointed to take to 
consideration that part of his excellency 
the Governor’s speech relative te com- 
mon schools, have performed the duty 
assigned them, and respectfully submit 
the following 

REPORT : 

By an act passed the 3d April, [801, 
for the encouragement of literature, the 
sum of $100,000 was directed to be rai- 
sed by lottery, of which one half was or- 
dered to be paid into the treasury for the 
use of common schools; leaving to fu- 
ture legislatures the discretion ef ma- 
king such application of it as they might 
judge most conducive to the great end 
in view. In order to promote so lauda- 
ble an object, the legislature of 1803, by 
an act of the 4th April, directed the 
Comptroller to put out at interest, on 
good real estate, all such sums of money 
as had then been or should be thereafter 
received from the proceeds of the afore- 
said lottery. for the term of two years at 
farthest, with interest annually. Your 
committee find, that immediately there- 
after the then comptroller of the state 


proceeded to avail himself of the power ° 


conferred by the above act, and made 
loans of whatever money was found in 
the treasury belonging to-the above fund, 
and which amounted to $58,500. fthe 
sum thus loaned it appears, from an in- 
spection of the present comptroller’s re- 
port lately submitted to the legislature, 
that, within five months from the date of 
the law, $12,500 were loanod to certain 
individuals, two only of whom have re- 
the remainder (viz.

due to the state. In the year 1806, the 
sum of $9,500 was loaned to certain per- 
sons, of. whom one only has observed 
punctuality of payment, and the remain- 


der of it (viz. $9,000) continues still. due, 
although more than two years-have elap- 


sed since by law it ought all to have been 
The balance of the $38,500 


1805, 7 and 8, and two persons only have 


repaid their loans, leaving $4,250 still 
due, and after it ought all to have been 


repaid. In short, out of the whole sum 


of $38,500, thus loaned under the afore- 


said act for a term not exceeding two 


years, only $5,997 have yet been return- 


ed into the treasury—leaving an. out- 
standing debt, from various individuals, 
to the state, of $34,505, besides above 
$4,000 of interest, making a total of 
nearly $39,000. 

Your committee further report, that 
under another act, passed the 2d of April, 
1805, the comptroller has loaned the fur- 
ther sum of $76,100 to certain persons : 
Without noticing minutely the particular 
sums. loaned ‘within particular periods, 
the committee will only state that several 
thousand dollars principal and a great a- 
mount of interest have long been due, 
and only $1,300 of principal have been re- 
ceived. Ina word, it appears, that un- 
der the two laws aforesaid the comptrol- 
ler has loaned out of the treasury the 
sum ef one hundred and fourteen thou- 
sand, six hundred dollars ; and that of 
this enormous sum only § 7,752 have 
been returned into the treasury. Thus 
disclosing the alarming fact, that there 
is at this time, in the hands of private 


persons, and many of them deiliqjuents, 


fan amount of public monies exceeding 
one. hundred and six thousand dollars 
principal, and on which is due an arrear- 
age of interest amounting to many thou- 
sand dollars. While from a desire to a- 
yoid wounding the feelings of the individ- 
uals and the families that have had the 
good fortune to partake so liberally of 
the bounty of the treasury, your com- 
mittee forbear to make those remarks 
and to express those suspicions which 
such delinquencies in payment would 
well warrant, and cannot failto suggest— 
they will merely declare, that they are un- 
able to conceal their surprize that nosteps 
have yet been taken to compel the observ- 
ance of punctuality. On the 
it appears, from an inspection of the 
comptroller’s report before them, that in 
one instance a second indulgence was 
granted to a debtor for a large amount, 
and a further sum of §2,500 loaned him 
while he was at that very moment in ar- 
rears for interest on his former bond, in 
the comptroller’s possession, for $2,000 :

ident, must inevitably have the most in- 
jurious tendency. However, individu- 
als, having the exclusive right to do as 
they please with their own property, may 
be at liberty to consult their own incli- 
nations in disposing of it, yet your com- 
mittee can never believe that a similar 
latitude of discretion is allowed to a pub- 
lic officer entrusted with the public pro- 
perty of the state, especially where a line 
of conduct is prescribed to him by law, 
as in the case now before the committee. 
Under such management of the school 
funds, as your committee have with pain 
and mortification witnessed, it ceases to 
be matter of wonder that this fund has 
not increased in a manner to satisfy the 
just expectations of the public, nor hith- 
erto answered the end of its institution. 
To diffuse useful knowledge among all 
classes of people ; to extend correct and 
valuable information throughout the com- 
munity, nothing is so. certainly effectual 
us the encouragement and liberal support 


of literary institutions in every part of 
ine state.

-common schools, it is, that sound and 


virtuous principles are mstilled into the 
minds of the rising generation. It is 
here that those habits of industry are ac- 
quired which form the best safeguard 
against temptation, and aversion created 
against that idleness which is the mo- 
ther of every vice. Itis by means of 
the salutary lessons in morality and re- 
ligion, here taught in carly life, that 
men are formed for becoming good cit- 
izens, good fathers, good neighbours 
and real friends to the laws and consti- 
tution of their country. With what in- 
expressible regret, then, have your com- 
mittee discovered that the school fund 
which this state, to its immortal hon- 
or, has erected for the promotion of 
such noble objects, has been perverted 
from its purpose in order to render it 
subservient to the private accommoda- 
tion or designs of certain individuals and 
certain families ? Being no longer at the 
disposal of the state, it might seem in 
vain, and hardly less than absurd, for 
your committee to attempt to perform 
that part of their duty which enjoins it 
upon them to devise and point out to the 
legislature some mode for employing 
this fund more advantageously, and soas 
to fulfil the great end for which it was o- 
riginally intended. Nevertheless, in or- 
der to endeavor to restore as much of it 
as possible, as. well. as to interpose the 
most efficient barrier against a repetition 
of similar abuses, your committee re- 
spectfuily submit the following measure 
to the consideration of the house : 

1. That all laws vesting the compirol- 
ler with power over the school funds, be 
immediately repealed. 

2. That the attorney-general be direct- 
ed to take the most prompt and efficacious

Dispatches by the British Packet from our 
Minister at the Court of St. James, were receiv- 
ed by the Government of the United States on 
Thursday. Our letters from Washington, by 
yesterday’s mail, inform us that Mr. Jackson's 
conduct 1s disapproved by his government, and 
that they would shortly supercede him.—The 
present ministry of Great-Britain are said to be 
favourably disposed to adjust the differences 
which have arisen between the two countries.

War Report-—On Sunday last the brig Increase, 
Captain Wiliiam Widger, arrived at Marble- 
head from Gion, a port on the north coast of 
Spain, about 4 leagues southeast from Cape Pi- 
Nas, IN possession of the French, and brings tie 
very interesting report, that Bonaparte had ac- 
tually declared War against the Uniied States 
of America. 
We have been politely favored with the fol- 
lowing minutes made by Captain Widyer, of the 
intelligence he received respecting this very im- 
portant event, on which our readers will form 
their own opinions ; 
** Intelligence was received from St. Andero 
afew days before I ieft Gion, thai the Emperor 
of France had declared War against the United 
States, and that all che American vesscls at the 
ports under French influence were embargoed. 
Several letters trom respectable merciiants at 
Bilboa and St. Sebasuans, under dates of De- 
cember 3Vth and 3lst, received at Giron, aiso 
mentioned it as afact. I was also informed, the 
morning I teft Gion (Jan. 15,) that anovier ietter 
had been received by express from St. .ndero, 
under date of January 6, saying that a General 
Embargo had been laid on in all the Easicrn 
ports, anda Decree issued by the Emperor, un- 
tavorable to commerce, particularly prolubiting 
the introduction of any goods into the ports in 
his possession from those occupied by the Span- 
ish Patriots.” 

In addition to the foregoing, we have been 
furnished with the following extract of . letter 
from Mr. Henry K. Fettyplace, residing at Gion, 
to h.s correspondent in Muarbichead, dated Jan. 
15th. 

“ We have intelligence here from the East- 
ward, that France has deciared war against the 
United States, and that all the American vessels 
m the ports under French influence have been 
detained. Ihave seen three letters from very 
respectable gentlemen in Bilboa, and St. Sebas- 
tians, wiuch mentioned it as a fact, and advise 
tucir friends by no means to think of sending 
down any American vessels from this quarter ; 
the letters were under date of December 3o, 31, 
and January 1. From ail the information t have 
been able to collect. there appears to be no 
doubt but that an embargo has been laid (I be- 
lieve a general one) at the ports eastward, and 
some decrees issued by the Emperor, untavor- 
able to commerce. Lam in duiy expectation of 
letters from Sr. Andero, which will doubticss 
give me more positive and particular information 
relative to this unexpected affaur.” 

In another tetter, Mr. F. mentions, that he had 
seen respectable gentieimen both from Bitboa 
and St. Sebastians who stated tire fuct of a de- 
claration of war with confidence. But notwith- 
standing inis intelligence Was trom persons whom 
he should deem good authority, as tar as their 
knowledge extends, stilhe had jopes that this 
report might prove to be a mistake. Connected 
with this report was another :—uiut all the A- 

merican property in France had by a recent or- 
der been sequestered. We must wait further 
arrivals for more disunct intormation in regard 
to these things. We know not .o what viwlence 
the delay of our government to enter openiy in- 
tothe war against England may have instigated
